No one ¢an doubt that the example of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales has 
to increase the popularity of the play and 
even to elevate the play-house.

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COM. VANDERBILT’S WIDOW. 


Reports From New Orleans-—that She 
is to Marry Gen. Beauregard. 
Corespondence of the Philedelphia Record. 


An interesting rumor comes tome from 
New Orleans to the effect that Gen. George 
Pierre (he has dropped the Pierre, though, I 
believe) Toussaint Beauregard is about to 
marry Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, the widow 
of the dead Commodore. Beauregard, as all 
the world knows, was one of the greatest 
engineer officers on either sidein the late 
war. Carefully trained at West Point,where 
he graduated second in his classin 1840, he 
rendered valuable services to. the United 
States in the Mexican war, and invaluable 
services against itin the war of the rebel- 
lion. He is considered to-day one of the 
foremost military engineers of his time by 
eompetent critics. Some of them contend 
that he is the equal of any engineer since 
Vauban. Certain it is that he is very highly 
spoken of, and that some of his work—that 
at Manassas battlefield, in Virginia, for ex- 
ample-—-is pointed out by the older engineer 
officers of the army as a model for the young 
lientenants of the corps. Hoe is, however, 
nothing more than a great engineer. He was 
not a good fighter, and after the war he 
failed signally in an attempt to revivea 
Sduthern railroad which was on its feet 
within six months after he left its Presiden- 
cy, and is now striding forward into perma- 
nent prosperity. Perhaps, since we have no 

reat engineering work for him to do, Gen. 
Seauregard is best employed as he is at 
present in assisting to manage a lottery en- 
terprise at a saiary of $10,000 a year. Gen. 
Beauregardlis a short, shapely, handsome old 
gentleman with gray hair and white mus- 
He has the appear- 
ance and accomplishments of a courtier of 
the days of Louis XI1V., and, withal, hosts of 
friends. He has buried two wives and has 
a married son and a married daughter in 
New Orleans. Mrs. Vanderbilt was the 
reigning belle of Mobile while yet very 
young inthe years immediately preceding 
the war. She was not pretty, but Was ex- 
ceedingly attractive—‘‘handsome,” ‘“‘styl- 
ish,”’ “‘lovely,”’ the old beaux say. She mar- 
ried William H. Elliott, a New Orleans law- 
yer, but they did not agree with one anotb- 
er, and finally separated by way of the 
courts. For several years Mrs. Elliott, who 
was still very attractive, supported herself 
and her mother by teaching music. 
They had met the Vanderbilts before 
her first marriage, and itis said that the 
Commodore, who admired them, quietly con- 
tributed to their support through er mother, 
her husband.

WASHINGTON’S WIFE. 
setarenning Particulars Concerning Her 
neestry and Life. 


R. A. Brock contributes to the Richmond 
a.) Dispatch the following letter received 
n response toa request from him through 
that paper for definite information concern- 
ing the family of Mrs. Martha, wife of Gen.. 
George Washington: . 

WILLIAMSBUKG, VA., October 25, 1882. 

Mr. Brock—My Dear Sir: Martha Dan- 
dridge was born at her ancestra! hotnstead, 
“Eltham,” in New Kent county, Va., Sun- 
day, May 8, 1732. Her maternal ancestor was 
the Rey. Orlando Jones, a native of Wales, 
who was established on the banks of the Po- 
tomac, and was buried in the grounds of tine 
old Bruton Parish Church, in this city, now 
the oldest English church in use in America, 
as it dates from 1632. We first heard 
in Colonial annals of Miss Dandridge as a 
dazzling belle at the Court of Goy. Din- 
widdie, at Williamsburg, the seat of Govern- 
ment, where she met Col. Daniel Parke Cus- 
tis, of “‘Arlington,” on the eastern shore of 
Virginia, the son of the Hon. John Custis, 
and,as his father had been before him,a mem- 
ber of the King’s Council, and at the deliber- 
ations of which he was in attendance. ‘The 
meeting ripened into love. The marriage 
was at first opposed by the father of the 
groom, but in 1749 Col. Custis bore his bride 
to his “White House,” on the banks of the 
Pamunkey, in New-Kent county. Three 
children blessed the happy union, the first 
of whom, a son, dying in infancy, was soon 
followed by the father, and Mrs. Custis was 
left a young, beautiful and wealthy widow, 
the executrix of an estate appraised at £20,- 
000, In 1758 Washington, attended by a ser- 
vant, crossed the Pamunkey on a military 
mission of importance at Williamsburg.Stop- 

ing for a moment at the house of a friend, a 

r. Chamberlayne, in New-Kent county, he 
he was pressed to remain. He _ at 
first declined, but the graces of Mrs. Custis, 
who was a guest at the house, quieted the 
scruples of the speeding warrior so effectu- 
ally that his stay was prolonged for two days 
and a night, He had met his domestic fate, 
and Mrs. Custis became Mrs. Washington on 
the 6th of January following, the ceremony 
being pertogiped by the Rev. David Mossom, 
at St. Peter’s Church, in New-Kent county, 
and near ““The White House.” Of the two 
surviving children of Mrs. Washington by 
her first marriage, a lovely daughter (Martha) 
died in 1770 in the 17th year of her age, 
and herson, Col. John Custis, an aide-de- 
camp on the staff of his illustrious step-father 
in our glorious struggle for national inde- 
pendence, died of malignant fever at Eltham, 
on the 25th day of October, 1781, while the 
camps from Williamsburg and Yerktown 
were resonant with the prans to the triumph 
that ended the weary and bitter struggle. 
Col. Custis had married in 1775, ana left four 
children, one of whom was the father of the 
wife of our grand hero, Gen. Robert E. Lee.
